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THE GOVERNOR'S MESSAGE.

Governor Lew elhngs message, which
was deliveied Tuesday, to the Populist
organization called the Kansas legisla-

ture, is upon the wholeaiallier conserv-

ative document; much more so than his
inaugural address gae promise of.

Whether upon the Eagle's suggestion
or not, tho governor certainly availed
himself of the opportunity affoided in

the interval between the dehveiy of his
inaugural and tho message to confoim
the latter moie neaily to the popular
sentiment of the state than the formei
was, judged by the universal criticism
put upon it. lie omitted any recom-

mendation foi a state loan agency sys-

tem, and also an agency system lor the
sale of liquors, as was anticipated from
expression in Ins address upon taking
the oath of office.

The most unfair, if not damaging
feature of the messaero to tho state's
matenalintetests lb us leference to the
Unancial condition as pertains to munic-

ipal mortgage indebtedness, county,
township and city. The governor quotes
from the records; but, while the nguio3
given show an increase m debt, the
condition exhibited is a ciedit to each
interest named, rather than a discredit,
indicating public impiovements to that
e. tent in cost and :i con Gsponding in-

crease in value to the propeity of the
citizen, and at the siine time demon-fliatin- g

the unquestioned solvency of
the state's municipalities. In viow of
these facts and tho absence of any refu-enc- e

to them in the message, and tho
luilher fact that tho matteis refeiod to

aie the private concerns of the munici-

palities, the gocmoi, in pieseiilmg
them in the form m which they appear
in his message, lather invites the criti-

cism that it was done moie for tho pui-po-

of bearing out the assertions of his

partisans that tho nch (the lenders) aio
growing richei, at tno expense of tho
oor(the boi row ei &) who aie becoming

pooiei.
There is another point in icgard to

nioitgago indebtedness in tho state to
which the governor makes no allusion,
though it has been a faonte theme for
ducuitoioii by 1'opuliat spenkeia and
newspapers, and that is pnvate mort-
gage farms and e.ty propeities. This
foimof indebtedness has been reduced
throughout 1 lie state withiu the period
coveiod l3r Uie statistics in the govern-
or's message 510,000,000 at a low esti-

mate, which is $7,730,000 gi eater than
the incieate iu the municipal indebted-
ness.

There aro some olher features of the
jnescage that invite criticism, but these
lefeired to aie calculated to injunously
affect the financial mteicits of the state
nnd its citizens and, hence, jio not only
legitimate, but iu defense of the mateiial
welfare, duty demands that they be pie-seut-

for the public lnfoimaliou.

AN OPPORTONITY NOT TO BE
NEGLECfED.

The 6tate seems to bo absorbed in poli-

tics, but as that matter is in the hands of
the people, it is certain to be settle!
justly in the end, and while fully lecog-niziu- g

the nnpoi tance of a just and law-

ful bettlement of the squabble, we still
find other important matters to con-

sider.

the state will not long tollow this or
that ism. Piospenty issuudeu death to
radicalism, and conservatism is always
tiie refuge of the prosperous.

The often-quote- d axiom that the pros-

perity of Kansas must come out of our
unequalled soil, can not be too stiongly
setloith. It is our salvation; but its
pow er to save is more than ample, aye,
ten fold moie than sufficient, to make
Kansas the most prosperous state in the
Union.

An unequallled soil, a climate that i3 a
benediction, are claimed by many locali-

ties, but wheieier this claim may fall
shoit, it is fully realized in Kinsas. and
is found in perfection in this, the Great
Arkansas valley.

The price of land is largely a relative
matte) ; some lands at $100 ner acie are
cheaper than otheis at $10, bu'. in any
locality whcie by the puisuit of agncul-tai- e,

laismg the great staple crops of
food w heat, corn and oats, cattle and
hogs, the fanner can in a tingle year
realize enough piofit from the cultivated
land to pay for it, the price of the land, it
must be admitted, is cheap. The fanner
coming west shrewdly con siders two
things how much piofit can he lealize
on tho money invented and labor ex
pended, and what advance in the price
of the land may he obtain. The first
question is answeied when we said
above that often the profit of a given
cultivated tiact would in one year pay
foi the land; that fact also answers tho
other question, for land iivising staple
crops that will come any w ay neat pay-

ing for the land in one yeai, must be
lelatively cheap, and is as certain to
enhance in value as that the grass shall
continue togiowoi watei inn.

Much has been said of the productive-
ness of this, that or the other state.
One produces celery and apples; another
apples and grapes, while potalof & aie the
hope of a thud. Florida and California
aie great in producing semi-tropic- and
deciduous fruits, but their lands sell at
fabulous prices, notwithstanding none of
these pioducts aie staple and neaily all
aro perishable, and the business of pio-duci-

hem subject to many vicissi-
tudes. Overstocked maikets of fiuits
and vegetables of'en entail heavy losses
to tho giower and the shipper, while
wheat m Kansas, even at 50 cpnts per
bushel, is profitable; and, together with
coin and oatb, will keep for a bettei
market, and, being will
bear ti an spoliation to the farthermost
ends of the enrth whenever shoi t crops
oi the necessities of life make a demand.
Theie can bo no doubt but that the pro-

duction of staples, as well as the dealing
in them, is the most safe and conserva-
tive manner of accumulating wealth in
tho woild.

The great and prosperous states of the
w est, and of the east, too, for that mat-te- i,

became wealthy and powerful
through the production, handling and
dealing in the great staples which Kan-
sas pioduces in quality and quantity,
without an equal, at less cost of labor,
and on lower priced land than they.

Tho emigrant to tho west formerly
came out for tho purpose of settling
upon the low pi iced public lands, calcu-
lating upon tho increaso in pnco which
timo would bring, for his piolits in the
undei taking. The ra pid development of
the countiy often helped him tosuccess,
but his life was hard and thankless, and
often for years gave him no other profit,
either in hit, cash investment or in his
labor. But today in southern cen-
tral Kansas, tho most productive
land in tho countiy can be pur-
chased, often at puces so leasonable
that the ciops, on the land cultivated, in
a single year, will pay for tho land, and
the immigrant is no longer a moneer,
but is one of a community, which enjoys
all the advantages and comfoits of civil-
ization from the start.

Electrlcnl Exnlblt3 Are Nearly Heady TaT

BETTING ON ELECTIONS.

No"w Recognized as a "Logitimata
Branch of Brokerage.

Wall Street Operators Place Bets far
Their Petrous and Reali Lars

Profit Political Spec
uiatlon Growing.

Betting on elections has become a
recognized branch of the business of
many Wall street broker. Toward the
end of the recent campaign the betting
on the national election became of such.
magnitude that the names of Cleveland
and Harrison might appropriately have
been placed among the stocks and
printed with the regular quotations.
Tho Sun thinks it is likely that in
future campaigns much more betting
than ever will be done by recognized
brokers, and that the election betting,
like other big financial interests, will
center in Wall street.

As the majoritj' of the Wall street
bets were not made with the publicity
which attended betting in hotels, it
was only when settling time came after
the election that their gross magnitude
became somewhat known. The bettors
on the election in Wall street were
greater speculators than those who
made wagers at the hotels or put up
their money at some n pool-
room. Hundreds of men keep balances
with their Wall straet brokers to be
available at any time in stock specula-
tion. These accounts differ from the
ordinary bank account in that the Wall
street account is kept for purely specu-
latire purposes, while the bank account
is for business purposes. After a pros-
perous business season, when the mer-
chant has taken care of all of his own
paper and obligations and has a com-

fortable surplus left, ho is apt to go to
Wall street to invent and usually to
speculate, for he regards the Wall
street fund as somewhat of the nature
of gambling money.

With such men speculation last au-
tumn took for the first time a turn to-

ward elections, whereas before it had
been confined to stocks, wheat, corn,
oil and other products with recognized
quotations. None of them appeals to
the business man as does politics. Al-

most all business men personally have
strong political prejudices. Even many
of those who will not take the trouble
and time to register and vote have a
strong feeling for one party or the oth-
er. Wall street brokers have not as yet
charged commissions on election bets,
and this gave the speculative business
man still more of a turn toward election
bets, for he did not have to pay a quar-
ter commission. It also attracted him
from the n betting resorte, for
any man going to a bookmaker to place
his money w ould do a little worse than
if he could meet at once some man who
was as eager to bet on the other side.

The brokers began by placing elec-

tion bets to oblige their customers who
had balances with them, and they soon
found that the business was profitable.
The money was always put up by the
customer, and as the brokers making
the bet were well acquainted with each
other there was no necessity of putting
the money in the hands of a btake-holde- r,

and the respective brokerscould
retain the money without paying in-

terest. If the election bets were made
a long time before election the profits
to the broker were greater than if ho
had made a turn ia stocks for his cus-

tomer, and tho bother was much less. It
is likely that in the aggregate these
Wall street election bets amounted to
more than the Hoffman house bet3. A
man could offer through his broker to
place fifty or a hundred thousand dol-

lars on Cleveland or on Harrison, and
the broker would parcel it out in lots
in the same way as if ho had an order to
buy or sell five thousand shares.

New possibilities have been opened
to the Wall street broker now that
they have seen how easily they can do
the business of election betting, which
might be extendea to cover any other
event of uncertainty or great public in-

terest. There is now no betting place in
New York Corresponding to certain
well-know- n betting establishments in
London and Pari3. There are any num-
ber of pool rooms, but it requires a man
of some experience to deal with them;
besides, the associations aro not always
pleasant and the security for payment,
if one wins, is not so good as it might
be. Tho per cent, against the player ia
high, as the expenses of the pool rooms
are large, and there i3 not the open
competition between them which ex-

ists between the brokers. It now re-

mains for brokers to tako bets on horse
races, as thoy have taken bets on tho
elections. They would get a different
kind of men in the horse race betting,
and through tho summer Wall street
would not bo so dull and profitless as
it usually is during that season.

There is no ground for tho published

report that visiters to the world's fair
tie to bo made the victims of exorb-
itant charges. Competition will bo eo
extensive and sharp as to prevent it.
One who climbs to the top of the expo-
sition buildings and eurveys the territo-
ry lying to the north, west and south of
Jackson park can easily belisT this
statement. There, and indeed in all
parts of the city, the amount of build-
ing which is going on is simply aston-
ishing. Hundreds of structures to meet
world's fair demand are being erected.
Some of the new hotels are large enough
to accommodate several thousand guesta
each. By the time the fair opens Chi-

cago will have living acoramodationa
for not less than three hundred thou-
sand strangers. Connected with the
exposition management is a bnreau ol
pubKc comfort, through t&c agency of
which many thousands of visitors can
be directed to hotels. apoxUacBU,
boarding bouses, furnished rooms, etc,
where they will h comfortably cared
for at moderate prices.

The recent discoverv at Buckingham
palace of the dolls which the queen
rlrAucn1 n iintld lis ftoituiul nlnAft .

much interest on the continent as in
tMa pmntrt. ,rilM ivm, ...um
havo been struck with the idea that
"this woman of teventy-thre- e, covere l
with glory, queen of a happy England
and cmpruMt of a peaceful India,"
should again let her eyes rust upon tho
toys with which she played more than
sixty years ago.

Another fact in connection with tha
queen's dolls, on whleh Fronch news-
papers love to dwell, is that her tr.ajr
ty has shown an intcroat in the dolls
which, in the words of one French
chronicler, looks almost as if sho would
have liked to bo left alono with her be-

loved toys and tnku once moro into hrr
arms the ugly, dolla.

Curiously enough, the last emperor
of the French hud nn army of doll,
which in many respects were like thoi
of the queen. Instead of shupherirssrH
and sleeping beauties, howerer, tho
dolls of Napoleon IlL wcr all noldlora,
each one representing a raghnnnt in
the French army, and each a porfri t
model in every way. It wn quite b
chance this army of military doll wan
started. One wintor night L FrctnUrr,
the artist was passing tho Tuilerlrs,
where a ball was going on. Outrtidr, at
tho gate, lift saw u mounted artillery-
man on guard, and waa so fctru"!
with tho rnotionlcfc figure in
tho snow-covere- d square that nexti
morning ho made a olay raodl
of it M. de Nleuwckerko saw it,
told the emperor of it nnd onmtod a
series of similar tatuctti to be inudr,
each representing a different typ of
soldier. Napoleon II L. presently in-

quired, somewhat to the sculptor's con-

sternation, whether thi olay mode
could not be colored Thoy would then,
he added, be quite perfect After otno
difficulty this wa'i accomplished, aud

The noble army of imperial dolls nai
not, howoTor, destined to a long life,
and tho work which it had taken tho
soulptor over ten years to comploto wm
almost destroyed in a single day. Ono
morning the late prince imperial, thru
a child, was playing with young Flour
in the room whuru his fathar toy Mi-
dlers were kept under glass. Hl tutor
gavo permlUn to tho boys to play
with them, aad the son of the einpar f
led cse-ha- lf of the number against tho
roat which wrro boadfd by th n r i
the general In half an hour's time thn
army of statuettes had cswd to x '--.

Nicholas L, ezar of all th Ita&ftta.
was another of tho ovreiga who baa
a leaning towards toy soldier.

form of the Raaftlan ruxj, he had tho
new apparel of each regiment drawn
by the cleverest artt in the eoemtrr.
Noxt forty figure were ordered U bi
constructed by the lsding sculptors,
and uniforms were then made after t,
watcr-eolo- r drawings to St thr pwppi .
